Robert’s  will,  dated  Dec.  17,  1711  is  recorded  in 
Henrico  County.

Fred  E.  Connell  married  Nellie  Green,  and  had  Reba,  Lois,  Mar¬ 
garet,  and  Charles.

Alpin  Mac  Achia,  King  of  Scots,  was  crowned  in  833  A.  D.,  and 
was  killed  in  battle  in  Ayrshire,  a  portion  of  the  Scottish  Lowlands, 
in  836  A.  D. 

He  left  three  sons,  the  youngest,  Gregor,  being  our  ancestor 
and  the  founder  o  the  Clean  Gregor  and  hence  its  first  Laird,  or 
Lord. 

The  first  Magruder  to  come  to  America,  of  which  we  have  any 
trace,  was  Alexander,  who,  soon  after  his  arrival,  purchased  600 
acres  of  land  in  what  was  then  Calvert  County,  but  is  now  Prince 
Georges  County,  Maryland.  This  was  consigned  to  him  in  1652.  It 
is  thought  he  was  married  three  times.  First  to  Margaret  Braith- 
waite;  second,  Sarah  — ;  third  to  Elizabeth  Hawkins? 

Alexander  left  six  children,  all  of  whom  are  mentioned  in  his 
will  along  with  his  wife  Elizabeth.  They  were:  James,  Samuel,  and 
John,  Alexander,  Nathaniel  and  Elizabeth.  He  died  in  1677,  and  his 
will  was  probated  Jan.  25,  1677.  A  copy  of  his  will  is  in  the  Land 
Office  in  Annapolis,  Maryland,  Liber  V,  Folio  269. 

'Samuel  Magruder,  son  of  Alexander,  was  born  1660,  died  Prince 
Georges  County,  Maryland  1711.  He  married  1686,  Sarah  Beall, 
born  1658,  died  1734. 

Children:  Samuel  married  Eleanor  Wade;  Ninian,  born  1686,  mar¬ 
ried  Elizabeth  Brewer;  Elizabeth  married  first  to  Ninian  Beall,  Jr., 
second,  William  Beall;  John,  born  1694,  married  Susanna  Smith; 
James,  married  Barbara  Coombs;  Verlinda,  married  John  Beall; 
William,  married  Mary  Fraser;  Alexander,  born  1705,  married  Ann

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Ninian  Magruder,  born  1686,  died  Prince  George  County,  Mary¬ 
land,  1751,  married  Elizabeth  Brewer,  born  16S0.  She  was  a  daugh¬ 
ter  of  John  Brewer  II  and  his  wife,  Sarah  Ridgeley.

John  Magruder,  born  Dec.  11,  1709,  died  Montgomery  County, 
Maryland  1782,  married  1781,  Jane,  who  died  1787. 

Children:  Eleanor,  born  1732,  married  Ninian  Magruder  Beall; 
Jane,  Elizabeth,  Archibald,  Edward,  James  married  Ruth  Owens, 
widow  of  Edward  Owens. 

James  Magruder  was  no  doubt  born  in  that  part  of  Frederick 
County,  Maryland,  that  afterwards  (in  1776)  became  Montgomery 
County.  He  served  as  a  Private  (No.  6),  2nd  Co.,  Upper  Battalion, 
Montgomery  County,  Maryland;  Zadoe  Magruder,  Colonel;  Francis 
Deakins,  Lt.  Col.,  August  30,  1777,  and  subscribed  to  the  Patriot’s 
Oath  in  Montgomery  County,  Maryland,  in  1778. 

James  Magruder  married  Ruth  Owens,  widow  of  Edward  Owens 
whose  will  was  probated  in  Frederick  County,  Maryland,  March  16, 
1774,  mentioned  Ruth  Owens,  sons  Robert  Carlisle  Owens,  Edward 
Carlisle  Owens  and  David,  and  his  daughter  Elizabeth.  We  do  not 
the  date  of  the  marriage  of  James  and  Ruth,  nor  do  we  know  her 
maiden  name,  but  as  one  of  the  witnesses  to  the  will  of  Ed  ward 
Owens  was  Peter  Carlisle  and  at  least  two  of  the  Owens  sons  bore 
the  name  of  Carlisle,  it  would  seem  that  Ruth’s  maiden  name  was 
Carlisle. 

Brooke  County,  W.  Va.,  records  shows  that  James  Magruder 
and  wife,  deeded  land  January  23,  1797  to  William  Nichols. 

James  and  Ruth  Owens  Magruder  had  at  least  three  children: 
Sarah,  born  1782;  Charlotte,  and  Elizabeth.  There  may  have  been 
a  son,  Walter,  but  cannot  verify  this.  Among  the  papers  left  by 
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James  Magruder  is  a  bill  for  services  and  medicine,  paid  to  Dr.  Wal¬ 
ter  Magruder,  and  James  had  signed  a  receipt  for  payment  of  the 
bill,  as  his  name  was  not  mentioned  as  an  heir  of  James,  I  feel  he 
must  have  predeceased  James. 

James  Magruder  died  August  1815,  probably  on  the  14th,  as  a 
bill  of  goods  was  bought  on  that  date  by  William  Williams  (son-in- 
law  of  James),  consisting  of  “musline  for  shroud,  and  shirt  and  a 
pair  of  white  stockings.”  The  date  of  Ruth’s  death  is  not  known. 

■Charlotte  Magruder  married  William  Williams,  no  further  data; 
Elizabeth  Magruder  married  Benedict  Wells,  born  July  19,  1771,  son 
of  Charles  and  Michal  Owings  Wells.  They  moved  to  Warren  Co., 
Ohio,  and  had  son,  Joshua,  daughter  Michal.  No  further  data. 
Sarah  Magruder,  born  1781,  married  Jan.  30,  1808,  Solomon  Connell, 
and  their  children  are  listed  under  the  Connell’s. 

Charles  Wells  is  the  first  of  our  line  of  Well’s  to  come  to  Am¬ 
erica  from  Wales.  He  married  about  1722,  Sarah  Arnold,  widow  of 
Anthony  Arnold.  Charles  was  born  1703,  died  1741.  They  had  two 
sons,  Benjamin,  born  May  7,  1723,  and  Charles,  born  Sept.  7,  1725. 

Benjamin  Wells,  born  1723,  married  St.  Paul’s  Church,  Balti¬ 
more,  Maryland,  1743,  Temperance  Butler,  born  Baltimore  County, 
Maryland,  June  17,  1726.  iShe  was  daughter  of  Henry  and  Susanna 
Butler. 

Children  were:  Amon,  married  Ruth  Wells;  Benjamin,  Charles, 
born  April  6,  1745;  Caleb,  married  Mary  Adams;  Absalom  married 
Michal  Wells;  William  married,  first,  Catron  Selman,  2nd,  Margot 
Ankrom;  Nacky  married  Richard  Talbott;  Nichols,  and  Sarah. 

Charles  Wells,  born  April  6,  1745,  married  at  Harmony  Hall, 
Baltimore  County,  Maryland,  Dec.  27,  1764,  Michal  Owings,  born 
Feb.  12,  1745,  a  daughter  of  Joshua  and  Mary  (Cockey)  Owings. 

Children  were:  Rebecca,  born  Oct.  19,  1765,  married  James  Mill¬ 
er;  Joshua,  born  Nov.  7,  1767,  married  Nancy  — ;  Temperance,  born

Michal  Wells  died  May  17,  1783,  and  Charles  Wells  married 
July  24,  1784,  Elizabeth  Prather,  born  Frederick  County,  Maryland, 
July  1,  1765,  died  April  20,  1845,  a  daughter  of  Charles  and  Ruth 
(Tannehill)  Prather.

On  the  marker  over  Charles  Wells’  grave  in  the  cemetery  at 
Sisterville,  W.  Va.,  is  the  inscription  that  “He  was  the  father  of  22 
children,  10  by  his  first  wife,  and  12  by  his  second.”  We  have  names 
of  nine  by  his  first  wife,  and  it  is  thought  there  was  one  born  about 
1773,  died  young,  and  that  there  was  one  born  to  the  second  wife 
about  1791,  died  young.  Other  data  on  marker,  “Charles  Wells, 
born  April  6,  1745,  died  April  16,  1815,  a  native  of  Baltimore  County, 
Maryland.  Emigrated  to  Ohio  County,  Va.,  1775. 

Patriotic  Record  of  Benjamin  Wells,  Our  Ancestor 

Benjamine  Wells  of  Wells  Manor,  Baltimore  County,  Maryland, 
took  the  oath  of  Allegiance  and  Fidelity,  Feb.  23.  1778,  before  Jus¬ 
tice  Chares  Ridgeley.  Original  M’s  record  in  the  Maryland  Society, 
Baltimore.  Also  copy  “Unpublished  Revolutionary  Records  of  Mary¬ 
land”  by  Mrs.  Margaret  Roberts  Ilodgens  at  library,  Memorial  Con¬ 
tinental  Hall,  Washington,  D.  C. 

Patriotic  Record  of  Charles  Wells,  Son  of  Benjamin 

“Charles  Wells,  with  his  brothers  Absalom,  Nicholas,  John, 
Amon,  William  and  Caleb  settled  in  Chio  County,  Virginia  with  the 
eariest  settlers  about  1772-1775.”  These  brothers  were  the  ancest- 
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ers  of  the  various  Wells  families  in  the  Ohio  valley.  Most  of  the 
brothers  went  to  Tyler  County,  after  the  formation  of  that  county. 
Charles  Wells  was  one  of  the  leading  patriots  of  the  valley.  He 
signed  the  Oath  of  Allegiance  of  Ohio  County,  Oct.  6,  1777. : ”  Win- 
garters  History  of  Wheeling. 

My  D.  A.  R.  national  number  is  231-428.  I  used  the  Patriotic 
Record  of  Charles  Wells. 

Joshua  Wells,  son  of  Charles  and  Michal  (Owings)  Wells,  was 
born  Baltimore  County,  Maryland,  Nov.  7,  1767,  died  Aug.  28,  1794, 
married  Nancy  — .  Children  were:  Charles,  born  June  11,  1792,  .and 
Eliza,  born  Dec.  20,  1794.  Joshua’s  widow  Nancy  married  —  James, 
whose  son  later  married  Eliza  Wells,  no  further  data  concerning  the 
James  family. 

Charles  Wells,  son  of  Joshua  and  Nancy,  was  born  June  11, 
1792,  married  1816,  Margaret  Muncy,  born  Washington  County,  Pa., 
March  28,  1794,  a  daughter  of  John  and  Martha  (Moffatt)  Muncy. 

Children:  John  Muncy,  born  1(818,  married  Lizzie  Scott;  Martha 
Ann,  born  Sept.  30',  1820,  married  James  Magruder  Connell;  Eliza 
Jane,  born  1822,  married  Robert  Moore. 

The  children  of  John  M.  and  Lizzie  (Scott)  Wells  were:  John, 
and  Margaret,  twins,  and  Eli. 

The  children  of  James  M.  and  Martha  Ann  (Wells)  Connell  are 
listed  under  the  Connell’s. 

The  children  of  Robert  and  Eliza  Jane  (Wells)  Moore  were: 
Charles  Wells,  married  Helen  Rudd;  Jane;  Annie,  married  —  Ar- 
buckle;  John;  Eddie;  George,  and  Arthur. 

Charles  Wells,  who  married  Margaret  Muncy,  was  a  tanner  by 
trade,  and  lived  near  the  state  line  between  Pennsylvania  and  the 
Panhandle  of  Virginia,  now  W.  Va.  The  state  line  was  often  in  dis¬ 
pute,  and  I  remember  my  grandmother  Martha  Ann  (Wells)  Connell 
say  that  at  one  time  the  line  was  surveyed  so  it  ran  through  their 
house.  She  was  not  sure  which  state  she  was  born  in,  but  claimed 
Brooke  County,  Virginia  as  her  birthplace. 

While  repairing  .the  roof  of  his  tannery,  a  rock  was  dislodged, 
hitting  Charles  on  the  head,  causing  his  death,  Aug.  28,  1824.  Eleven 
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days  later,  Sept.  8,  his  widow  died.  The  three  children  were  taken 
by  their  grandparents,  John  and  Martha  (Moffatt)  Muncy. 

Charles  and  Margaret  Wells  are  buried  in  the  Lower  Buffalo 
cemetery  in  Brooke  County,  W.  Va.  The  land  of  this  cemetery  was 
deeded  by  Charles  and  Elizabeth  Wells,  nov.  2,  1795.  The  Lower 
Buffalo  meeting  house  stood  on  this  land.  This  Charles  was  the 
grandfather  of  Charles  who  married  Margaret  Muncy. 

Grandmother  Martha  Muncy  died  about  1852-53.  She  had  be-  i 
come  blind.  Grandfather  John  Muncy  had  a  brother,  Levi.  ] 

There  was  a  Samuel  Muncy  in  Wellsburg,  W.  Va.,  in  1824.  Do  ( 
not  know  his  relationship  to  our  John  Muncy. 

(Henry  Butler  must  have  been  the  first  of  his  line  to  come  to  1 
America,  since  he  got  his  land,  ‘‘The  Hope,”  by  warrant.  It  is  dated  t 
Oct.  28,  1704.  He  was  iborn  between  1668  and  1678  (aged  between  c 
60  and  70  years,  in  1737).  ( 

Volume  16  of  “Maryland  Magazine  of  History,”  has  several 
references  to  him.  He  was  a  carpenter.  His  wife  was  .  Susanna  0 
White.

Elizabeth  Butler,  married  Aquilla  Gilbert,  January  17,  1749. 
Susanna  Butler,  married  Peter  Bond,  August  1,  1735. 
Temperance  Butler  was  married  in  St.  Paul’s  Church,  Balti¬ 
more,  1743,  to  Benjamin  Wells,  born  May  7,  1723,  a  son  of  Charles 
and  Sarah  (Arnold)  Wells.  Temperance  died  Feb.  19,  1809,  and 
Benjamin  died  Feb.  16,  1794.  This  line  completed  under  the  Wells 
family.

John  Owens  of  London  was  a  merchant  in  Towers  Street  in  A 

1650.  His  sons,  John  and  Richard,  the  pioneer,  came  to  America,  k 

1640-1650.  John  located  in  Cecil  County,  Maryland.  His  will,  dat¬ 
ed  1676,  left  300  acres  of  land  to  his  father,  John  Owens,  merchant 

m  London.  Left  other  property  to  sons  John  and  James  and  wife. 


In  1654  Cecelius  Calvert,  granted  to  Richard  (The  Pioneer) 
Owens  merchant  in  Ann  Arundel  County,  Maryland,  for  the  anual 
renting  of  16  shilling  bVz  pence,  sterling  silver  or  gold,  100  acres 
called  Smith’s  Neck,  on  the  west  side  of  Chesapeake  Bay,  near  South 
River. 

Richard’s  wife  was  named  Ann.  “On  May  8,  1684  was  granted 
to  Col.  Thomas  Taylor  on  behalf  of  Ann  Owens,  widow  of  Richard 
Owens,  deceased  merchant,  315  acres  on  west  side  of  Chesapeake 
Bay,  called  addition  to  Smith’s  Neck.”  Richard,  The  Pioneer,  was 
then  dead  before  1684. 

Richard  Owens,  eldest  son  of  Richard,  The  Pioneer,  and  Ann, 
his  wife,  married  Rachel  Beale,  1690.  He  was  executor  and  set¬ 
tled  his  father’s  estate,  1693.  He  had  trouble  with  other  heirs  and 
declared  his  name  should  no  longer  be  Owens,  but  changed  it  to 
0  wings. 

Rachel  Beale  was  born  1682  and  died  before  1720,  a  daughter 
of  Anthony  Bale,  who  arrived  in  Maryland  October  1677. 

Joshua  Owings,  son  of  Richard  and  Rachel  Beale  Owings  was 
born  1704,  married  March  9,  1736,  Mary  Cockey,  born  Dec.  10,  1(716, 
a  daughter  of  John  and  Elizabeth  Slade  Cockey. 

Their  children  were:  John  Cockey,  born  Jan.  11,  1736;  Richard, 
born  Nov.  13,  1738;  Joshua,  born  March  22,  1740;  Edward,  born 
Nov.  1,  1743;  Michal,  born  Feb.  12,  1745,  married  Dec.  27,  1764, 
Charles  Wells,  son  of  iBenjamin  and  Temperance  Butler  Wells.  Their 
children  are  listed  with  the  Wells  line;  Marcella,  born  July  1748, 
married  Thomas  Worthington;  and  Rachel. 

Other  children  of  Richard  and  Rachel  Owings  were:  Isaac,  Sam¬ 
uel,  Richard,  and  a  daughter,  Rebecca,  who  married  Henry  Howard, 
son  of  Joshua. 

About  1698,  Richard  Owings  and  family  moved  from  Ann 
Arundel  County  to  Baltimore  county,  where  he  bought  land  in  Green 
Spring  Valley. 

History  of  St.  Thomas  Parish,  page  150,  states,  “William  and 
Sarah  Cockey  of  Cuckhold  Point,  Devonshire,  England,  migrated  to 
America  and  settled  near  Patapska  River  in  1679.  William  is 
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thought  to  have  heen  the  son  of  Thomas  Cockey,  aged  twenty-five, 
who  upon  Jan.  6,  1034,  sailed  from  England  on  the  ship  “Bonven- 
ture,  commanded  by  James  Rumsey.  The  King  of  England  gave  to 
William  Cockey,  the  immigrant,  6,000  acres  of  land  on  the  Western 
Shore  of  Maryland. 

William  and  Sarah  Cockey  were  married  in  1674.  He  was  born 
16i38.  Children  of  William  and  Sarah  were:  Thomas,  born  1676, 
married  Elizabeth  Moss;  Elizabeth,  born  1678,  married  William 
Hammond;  Mary,  born  1680;  John,  born  1681,  married  Elizabeth 
Slade;  Captain  Edward,  born  1685;  Anne,  born  1086;  Joshua;  Sarah 
born  1689,  and  Richard,  born  1691. 

John  Cockey,  son  of  William  and  Sarah,  married  Jan.  17,  1714, 
Elizabeth  Slade,  (born  1685.  They  moved  to  Green  Spring  Valley 
about  1728.  John  died  Aug.  15,  1746.  Elizabeth  died  August  5, 
1780.  Children  were:  Susanna,  born  Nov.  2,  1714,  married  July  2, 
173i5,  Thomas  Gist;  Mary,  born  Dec.  10,  1716,  married  March  9, 
1735,  Joshua  Owings,  born  1704,  a  son  of  Richard  and  Rachel  Beal 
Owings.  Their  children  listed  with  the  Owings  line;  William,  born 
Feb.  20,  1718,  married  Aug.  9,  1742,  Constant  Ashman;  Sarah,  born 

Feb.  26,  1721,  married  Dec.  16,  1746,  Robert  Boon;  Thomas,  born 

Dec.  13,  1724,  married  May  15,  1755,  Prudence  Gill;  Joshua,  born 

March  12,  1726,  married  Aug.  27,  1755,  Clara  Dye;  John,  born  May 
18,  1729,  died  1746;  Edward,  born  Dec.  20,  1731,  married  1753,  to 
Elizabeth  Pindall;  and  Peter,  born  March  11,  1743. 

After  the  death  of  John  Cockey,  Elizabeth  married  Rev.  Charles 
Baker,  John  Cockey’s  monument  in  St.  Thomas  church  yard  in 
Green  Spring  Valley,  near  Owings  Mills,  is  inscribed  “In  memory  of 
John  Cockey,  son  of  William,  the  Immigrant,  aged  65  years.  Died 
August  15,  1746.”  Elizabeth’s  marker,  same  church  yard  is  inscrib¬ 
ed:  “Elizabeth  Baker,  wife  of  Rev.  Charles  Baker  and  formerly  wife 
of  John  Cockey,  aged  95  years.  Died  August  5,  1780. 

John  Muncy  married  Martha  Moffatt.  prchalbly  in  Kent  County, 
Delaware,  1720'.  They  may  have  lived  a  short  time  at  Elliott  City,’ 
Maryland,  before  they  settled  in  Washington  County,  Pennsylvania.

David  and  Charlotte  Muncy  Landis  had  Martha,  who  married 
—  Dorland;  Jennie  married  Thomas  Leslie;  Hervey;  Margaret, 

married  Thomas  Martin;  John  M.,  married  Samantha  Pancoast; 
Sylvester,  died  aged  5;  nd  Sarah,  died  aged  2. 

The  children  of  Charles  and  Margaret  Muncy  Wells  are  listed 
under  the  Wells  line. 

The  children  of  Joseph  and  Sarah  Muncy  Plattenburg  were: 
George  and  Wesley.  George  married  Josephine  — ,  and  had  one  son 
Charles.  George  and  Josephine  are  buried  in  Dover,  Missouri. 

John  and  Sarah  (Muncy)  Carle  had  two  daughters,  Martha 
Cecilia,  born  1845,  and  Mary,  born  1849,  died  1852.  Martha  married 
William  H.  Anderson  and  had  Marie  and  F.  Ray.  John  Carle  died 
March  1870,  and  Sarah  M.  Carle  died  May  9,  1885.  Both  buried  in 
Carle  Mausoleum  in  Wellsiburg,  W.  Va.  F.  Ray  Anderson  married 
Flora  Bergen  and  had  Mary,  James  Bergen  and  Anne  Warren. 

Thomas  and  Margret  (Landis)  Martin  had  John,  Fled  and  Elm¬ 
er.  Fred  died  Little  Rock,  Ark.,  December  26,  1936. 

Martha  (Landis)  Dorland  had  'Call a  Violet,  born  June  8,  1861, 
died  July  14,  1947,  married  E.  0.  Barker. 

Alexander  Wells,  born  1727  of  the  “Little  or  English  Wells,” 
married  ll7153l,  Leah  Owings,  born  1729,  a  daughter  of  Henry  and 
Helen  Gist  Owings.  Although  not  of  our  Wells  line,  I  shall  give 
their  children’s  names:  Michal,  Bazaleel,  Samuel,  Alexander,  James, 
Sally  married  Samuel  Williamson;  Nancy  married  William  Griffith;
